Friday Morning Club. 

John Masefield repeated his tre- 
mendous word picture of the war 
at the Friday Morning Club yester- 
day, with a few additions, a few 
deletions. Speaking of that “neces- 
sary conspiracy of silence,” with 
which the censor must perforce 
gurround the war, Mr. Masefield 
said it was almost impossible for 
those who had not seen conditions 
with their own eyes to appreciate 
the vast and terrible picture. But, 
he said, we must sometimes do a 
little censoring ourselves; it is not 
well to believe quite all we heat. 
In which connection he told of the 
romantic letter written by a soldier 
wherein appeared the sentence, “I 
pause here to wipe the blood from 
my bayonet.” Mr. Masefield said 
he happened to know that the sol- 
dier in question did not own a bay- 
onet and was not within forty miles 
of the firing line. But, to show 
how spry the censor was, he also re- 
‘cited a story of a man who had 
agreed with bis wife that certain 
pin pricks on his letter should de- 
note exactly where he was sta- 
tioned in France. The letter ar- 
rived quite safely, with pin pricks 
all over it and a tender little note 
appended from the censor, to the 
effect that he wasn't quite as silly

He told of a stable boy 
who is now a brigadier-general, and 
of the*three best staff officers in a 
certain @ivision who had been re- 
spectively, a barber, a milliner’s as- 
sistant and a milkman, before the

L. M. Cole, Los Angeles Food Ad- 
ministrator, yesterday deplored the 
potato situation, but stated that he 
ia powerless to help the growers. 
When asked if the State Food Ad- 
ministration could not make a rul- 
ing prohibiting the bringing of po- 
tatoes from outside points for a po- 
riod of. six weeks, or until the local 
supply was marketed, Mr. Cole re- 
plied: 

“If such a regulation could de 
made without working hardship, it 
might relieve the situation.” 

Such a ruling would have to come 
from the State authorities. Whether 
it would result in the price of po- 
tat going skyward, thus working 
hardship on the consumer, was a 
question Mr. Cole was not prepared 
te answer. 


R. D. Wall of the Weyl-Zucker- 
man Company sad: Many retailers 
call for them on the theory that 
the northern ie a better potato. If 
there is any discrimination against 
the local product it is largely the 
growers’ fau He its not as good a 

tato grower as the Chinese or 

apanese who raise the “:iver po- 
tato,” which is grown on the islands 
in the Stockton district, but at that 
I am inclined to believe that the 
local potato property sorted will 
compete as to keeping and cooking 
qualities with the northern spud. 

“Of course, there is this to be 
considered, the local gruwer held 
hig potatoes this year hoping for a 
big price. The northern potato is 
sold at the market, but taking both 
potatoes, I am of the opinion that 
the local is fully as good as the 
northern, particularly if the potatoes 
are properly sorted.” 

J. C. Richardson, who handles as 
high as 125 carloads of potatoes per 
month has this to say: “The north- 
ern potato is in demand at from 25 
to 30 cents per 190 more than the 
local product. e is always a 
strong prejudice in favor of the 
northern grown potato by the trade. 
The dealers prefer the northern 
product because of its more careful 
grading. It is grown by experts 
who shfp in uniform grades and 
therefore the potato is a better 
Seller. I am inclined to the idea 
that if the local product was proper- 
ly graded u would compete with any 
potato grown, but growers have to 
learn this, Their failure to fully ap- 
preciate the value of proper sorting 
has militated against their output“ 

Rivers Bros. said yesterday that 
the demand for northern potatoes 
has knocked the bottom out of the 
market for the home-grown article. 
Their opinion its that there is a 
slight difference between the north- 
ern and southern potatoes, so far 
as quality is concerned, but that 
the public has somehow got the 
idea that there is no potato like a 
northern potato. The people almost 
unfailingly ask for northern pota- 
toes, and for that reason many of 
of the retai grocers have ceased to 
handle the home tubers. Northern 
potatoes are characterized as those 
that com from Idaho, Oregon and 
the valleys of Northern California.

Fair Price Committee yesterday 
afternoon, in the offices of the local 
Food Administration, onions and 
cleomargarine were added to the 
fair price list on foodstuffs here. . 

The best grades of cleomargarine 
were set at 32 and 33 cents per 
pound from the wholesaler to the 
retailer, while the consumers’ price 


was fixed at 865 to 37 cen per 
pound. Onions, fancy brow are 
quoted at $1.26 to $1.35 per 100 


pounds to the retailer and to the 
consumer 1 1-4 to 2 cents per pound. 
It was also decided that instead 
of issuing the cost per 100 pounds 
to the retailer on potatoes ba 3 
quotation hereafter would on 
a single pound basis, as it was 13 
that some confusion was made by 
the consumers who purchased less 
than 100 pounds at a time. 
The committee called attention to 
the difference in the price of onions 
this year compared with 1917. 
year fancy browns were sell- 
ing to the retailer at 6 cents per 
pound and the consumer was being 
aharzed 10 cents. Like potatoes, 
there has been an exceptionally 
large onion crop and a more heavy 
consumption of onions is recom- 
mended.

tising a cut price on bread, and he 
immediately took steps to stop the 
sales. One store in particular was 
having an open! sale and to in- 
Guce trade ha sent circulars 
throughout ite neighborhood, stat- 
ing that a twenty-four-ounce loaf 
of bread would be sold for 19 cents. 
This grocer had contracted for 6906 
loaves. Mr. Cole refused to permit 
him to sell a single loaf. 

“T have no friends to reward or 
Lenemies to punish in.this matter — 
bread ng.” Mr. Cole said. 
“This must be stopped, however, 
and wherever and whenever I find 
there is a violation, I will see that 
not a single loaf of advertised bread 
is sold. There is order against 
the display of bread but no price 
can set en it displayed. This

But do not expect them to talk to you of 
such things. Tell à rookie he is “conse- 
crated” and he will probably ask if you 
mean when he was vaccinated: speak to a 
soldier of his courage and he will eye you 
suspiciously; use to his face any of the 
rhetorical phrases with which we try in 
press, pulpit and platform to pay fitting 
tributes and he will report to his bunkie 
that you are a funny duck with a queer 
line of bull. He understands what you are 
talking about. He ie no illiterate. He is 
irritated at your lack of taste, at your hu- 
miliating bungles. He is “doing his bit” 
and he doesn’t need to have his patriotism 
dressed up in fancy phrases. 

And a million and more of such men are 
now in France. A year ago—what were 
they? College boys, artisans, clerks, la- 
borers, farmers. College boys have shown 
& predilection for the aerial service. And 
now these boys—a year ago rah-rah fops, 
howling themselves hoarse at a pigskin 
scrimmage — take the air, traveling with 
eyes looking toward Berlin and seeking out 
the Hun birdmen for one of those duels in 
which the loser plunges downward in a 
streak of fire and smoke. And those clerks. 
plumbers, grocer boys who stood for hours 
before the baseball bulletins and cheered 
games 3000 miles away—those are now the 
soldiers into whose keeping America has 
given her honor, her safety, her great his- 
torical traditions. 

These men in the street, whom you jos- 
tled so inconsiderately a year ago, are now 
the soldiers that tumble uninvited into a 
Boche trench sometime between midnight 
and dawn, bomb the Hun dugouts, wreck 
machine guns, crack the few Germans in- 
cautious enough to interfere over the heads, 
shunt out a handful of prisoners, snatch up 
bags of mail and documents and come 
' scampering back their own lines before 
the addle-headed tz knows what has hit 
him. And all that: done in three or four 
minutes. 

And when the Boche, angry and seeking 
reprisal, charges behind his barrage, be- 
hind his streams of liquid fire, behind the 
saw-edged bayonets, these erstwhile men 
in the street are the heroes that rise up 
and hold fast—the heroes mentioned in the 
@ispatches and decorated by the Premier 
of France. ; 

AMERICA RAS GIVEN HER ARMS TO 
THE YOUTH OF THE LAND, to the un- 
conside awkward juvenfiles, most of 
whom at the time of the drafting were 
awed and intimidated by some crabbed pro- 
fessor or pay-paring boss. It is these lads 
in their teens and twenties that are doing 
the Homeric war work that so rejoices the 
heart of America. These are the lads that 


of Von Hindenburg roars at them, showers 
them with shells; nor are they awed when 
the picked men, shock troops, of the Ger- 
man veterans come from behind gas clouds 
and spewing liquid fire close in, hand to 
hand, for the death struggle.

. What manner of men is it that we have 
sent to France? 

The best way to tell the character of sol- 
diers is from the way in which their com- 
mander addresses them. He must speak 
sentiments congenial to them, encourage 
them in their own destres, else they are 
discontented and serve him poorly. | 

The Kaiser, once speaking from his bal- 
cony to the Prussians, urged them to make 
their name so terrible that history would 
record it with that of Attila—and Attila 
was king of the Huns. On a token distrib- 
uted among the German soldiers is the 
wording: “Strike him dead! The Day of 
Judgment will not ask your reasons!” The 
Official Military Handbook of the German 
Army says (page 23:) “By steeping him- 
self in military history an officer will be 
able to guard himself against 
humanitarian notions.” 

Consider on the other hand this address 
to our boys by Gen. Pershing: “You are 
now in France to expe! an enemy that has 
invaded this beautiful land. Your first duty 
is to fight against this foe and protect our 
ally. You are here also to lift a shield 
above the poor ang weak. You will be kind 
therefore to the aged and to the invalid. 
You will be courteous to all women and 
never have so much as an evil thought in 
your mind. You will be very gentle and 
tender with little children. You will do 
well, therefore, to forswear the use of all 
liquors. You will do your duty like brave 
men. Fear God. Honor your country. De- 
fend liberty. God have you in his keeping.” 


has such an address been made to soldiers; 
and it is as different from the German idea 
of war as the day is different from the 
nicht. 
“Forswear the use of all liquors. 
The German diaries, captured by the Al- 
lies, are full of reports. of drunkenness and 
the joy of stealing wine, burglarizing and 
burning houses and raping women. This 
is a sample from a German soldier's diary: 
“August 19. Quartered in the university. 
Boozed through the streets of Liege, lie on 
straw, booze in plenty. little food, so we 
must steal. We live like gods in Belgium.” 
“YOU WILL BE VERY GENTLE AND 
TENDER WITH LITTLE CHILDREN. .. .” 
And there is in the possession of the Eng- 
lish authorities the affidavits of eye-wit- 
nesses and German diaries that record not 
one but many such horrors as of a Belgian 
baby skewered upon a bayonet driven 
through its stomach, with its little dead 


German proudly carried it through the 
streets. In other instances babies have 
‘been dangled from saw-edged bayonets 
while the Huns gathered around and sang. 
Courteous to all vomen. .” Pershing 
meant that, as he was quick to prove when 
one poor wretch of his command was oth- 
erwise. Pershing banged him. 

Contrast that with this report in the New 
York Times, made by one who had person 
ally investigated: in the district of Su- 
valki, in the evacuated German trenches, 
were found the bodies of fourteen girls be-

And they were evidently so well read in 
military history as to be able to guard 
themselves against the “excessive humani- 
tarian notions” that are so dreaded by the 
Kaiser. 

III. 

That tells why the sons of America, though 
new to the work of war. are eager and rest- 
ive to meet the veteran Huns.in the death 
struggle from which only the victor comes 
alive. | | 

The Huns (and the Kaiser himself urged 
his soldiers to emulate the hordes of Attila, 
so why should our naturalized German citi- 
zens be so sensitive against having the 
word apply to their relatives in the Father- 
land?) the Huns have the physical bulk and 
physical strength; but the heart of a man 
who has skewered a babe will fail him 
when he faces the eyes of those avengers 
that America has sent to France.. 

And yet in times of peace those avengers 
were quite ordinary fellows: typical young 
men in the street. They did not know any- 
thing about war, possibly excepting some 
rather stirring stories that histories told of 
some people called “forefathers” to whom, 
in a dim sort of way. everybody in Amer- 
ica was related. Drilling and all that sort 
of thing seemed rather foolish, silly. Why 
put on a uniform when the darned thing 
was uncomfortable and looked it? And 
why pack a rifle when the game season 
was closed? America was democratic 
through and through, and had an abhor- 
rence of all that pertained to militarism 
and the gold-braided trappings of official- 
dom. 


But the crime, injustice and atrocities of 
the Huns stirred our nation from coast to 
coast, from gulf to borderline.

And it is clean-minded, clear-eyed boys 
that America has sent to France; the choic- 
est sons of our mighty land, taken from 
homes where decency was taught from the 
cradle; taken from colleges that never glo- 
rified war as something “beautiful” and 
“purifying: taken from industries that did 
not in the name of kultur send spies as 
workmen inte the shops of foreign compet- 
itors to steal secrets; taken from a nation 
that has too much reverence for God Al- 
mighty to believe that he would anoint and 


cherish one family among a great multi- 


tude as “royal” and “divine,” particularly 
when it was such a thievish and diseased 
house as that of the Hohenzollerns. | 


OUR OWN GARDENS. | 
The greatest value that will accrue to 
the village and city gardening movement 
will come from the pleasute it gives, es- 
pecially to the young men and women that 
are coming on to take the places of us 
grown-ups who have so little knowledge of 
plant life, of soils, of fertilizers, of cultural 
methods, of special adaptation of plants to 
solls and climate. 
The laws of plant life, of soil bacteria, of 
plant nutrition and fertility building are 
little known in the agricultural world— 
much less in America than in agricultural 
Europe. When boys and girls grow crops 
they begin to want to know why some 
plants do well or poorly, why the plants 
are not uniform in size, why some leaves 
are pale or yellow and some are dark- 
green, why some are broad and healthy and 
brilliant in color and some are crinkled and 
curled. When they discern that it is caused 
by hunger, thirst or drowning by excessive 
use of water they commence to study the 
language of leaves and plants which is so 
easily learned, and never forgotten, no mat- 
ter how long these children live. Then 
they soon learn that plants live and feed as 
they themselves do, growing weak or strong 
by receiving food and drink of the kind and 
amount they require; that to be healthy, 
robust and strong plants and animals alike 
must have the same elements of out-door 
life, sun, light, air and ample and suitable 


The American people wonld be much 
more healthful than they are if they would 
use less meats and cereals and more vege- 
tables, many of which contain in larger 
amounts those essential: mineral salts that 
act as antidotes and neutralize the acidity 
produced by such foods as meats and cereal 


stardhes which contain a large excess of 


acid. All animals require large amounts of 
grasses and vegetables for the same rea- 
sons. Horses fed on grains alone soon be- 
come incompletely nourished. 

One of the admirable things about this 
activity in popular garden work is that it 
will never die; once our city folk know the 
pleasure and profit to be derived they will 
keep on. It will not require war and war 
prices to stimulate them. Quite as impor- 
tant, it will develop latent faculties in the 
young that may otherwise never be brought 


out. There will come from it a love of 


country or rural life accompanied by the 
development of future great students of 
food problems that will benefit mankind 
for all time to come. Many Luther Bur- 
banks even greater than he will follow, and 
they will help our people to develop to the 
highest degree the productiveness of the 
arable lands of America, whose yield is 
far below that of European countries whose 
multiplying populations have demanded a 
multiplied production of foodstuffs. We are 
now where Europe was a century ago. 

The moment has come when our neces- 
sities are demanding that we learn and 
work in harmony with the laws of plant 
life. which are no more mysterious than 
other laws of life and nature. By applica- 
tion and observation we may easily learn 
when they have been obeyed or disobeyed. 
He who multiplies his crops gets joys and 
‘benefits and confers a biessing on his fel-

This danger of fumes * threatened the 
work of rescue when the British battle 
cruiser Inflexible was mined off the Darda- 
nelles. Surgeon H. M. Langford and Chief 
Sick Berth Steward Hamlin both suffered. 
They had to bring up wonded men from 


the fore distributing station in the dark. 


Fumes permeated the place, rendering five 
men unconscious, and both the a6€tor and 
his assistant were partially overcome. But 
they pulled themselves together and pluckily 
carried on. 

Burns do not affect the doctors to the 
same extent. It is the gun crews who suffer 
from this ghastly form of injury, which has 
perhaps never been more graphically de- 


_geribed than in the brief official account of 


the bravery of Lieut. R. M. Porter, R. N. R. 
at Jutland. He was severely burned in a 
cordite explosion at one of the six inch 
guns but he personally superintended the 
extinction of tile fire and the removal of the 
wounded “and remained at his post for two 
hours after, when swelling from burns had 
closed his eyes and rendered his hands 
useless. His condition When he reached the 
medical party was critical.” 

This type of burn, caused by the enemy’s 
fire exploding our gun chatges as they are 
on their way to the guns is generally instan- 
taneously fatal. Its effects as descriped in 
medical reports are too ghastly for general 


the explosion of an enemy shell in the ship. 
This burn fs less often fatal and if promptly 
treated by the new method of coating it 
with liquid paraffin ceases to be painfal 
after about a quarter of an hour and can be 
re-dressed at frequent intervals until it 


heals. Much valuable experience in dealing 
with this type of injury was gained at the 


battle of the Dogger Bank, and from that en-

In almost every sea some naval doctor or 
other has won distinction during the war.

Keeping Men Well. 


It might seem to some people hat the 
. doctor in a warship has a fairly easy time 
of it. After all, it might bé argued, there 
are never more than a few cases of fliness 
at a time in a ship. As a matter of fact, it 
is only because the doctor is not idle that 
the number of patients is kept down. Pre 
ventive medicine, the art of keeping men 
well rather than of healing them when they 
are ill, is practiced afloat to an extent that 
has not yet proved possible among the 
civilian population. And to prevent 1000 
men, who are cooped up in one ship, from 
getting ill calls for plenty of hard work and 
ceaseless watching. How successful such 
prevention can be was shown in a report 
by Surgeon- General Rolleston, R.N. He 
stated that “in two battleships with a com- 
plement of over 1000 each which I happened 
to visit on two successive days there. were 
only two men in the sick bays.”

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Be every other kind of history, is a story 
of evolution. Man of today has 
_ evolved from the savage of yesterday, and 
just as the history of nations is a story of 
their gradual development from barbarism 
to civilization, so the history of man is a 
story of his emergence from savagery to 
culture, from cruelty to benevolence. Na- 
tions still show plain evidences of their low- 
ly origin in many barbaric survivals, as for 
example, in their present propensity. for war 
with one another. Man shows these same 
survivals of a primitive past in many ways, 
but in no respect more plainly than in 
crime. Man's mental development has been. 
as much a matter of evolution! as his 
physical, and the statesman or scientist of 
today is but the child of yesterday. Early 
races possessed and needed no criminal 
codes, for what we regard today as crime 
was, in the past, often a virtue. Like the 
animals with which he contended for exist- 
ence, the race was for the strong, the re- 
ward for the swift; and brawn, not brain, 
settled the question of his personal survival, 
Early man was cruel, crafty, remorseless. 
He was incapable of pity, trustworthiness, 
love, or of any of the higher attributes of 
the man of today. True civilization is much 
younger than we imagine and recent de 
velopments have led a good many to be- 
lieve that nations, if not men, are still in 
the cave-man stage of development. 
McDonald says that among savages crime 
was the rule and that all languages agree 


in representing plunder and murder as the 


first source of property. Mythology makes 


crime triumphant in heaven. Homicides 


were often justified by morals and religion. 
Abortion was a cémmon practice; taking 
the lives of the old and the sick was «a 
commonplace; the sacrifice of relatives and 
servants of the dead was a relatively recent 
custom among many races; the ancient 
Greeks fought to calm the storms by sacrt- 
nes of their children. Criminal and human 
sacrifices are recorded in the Blöle. Mur- 
der was a mark of distinction among many 
barbarians, as for example among the Fijians, 
and in Borneo. Natural death was rare 
among the early Australians; the public as- 
sassin was well known in Ha@ail and other 
countries until a recent date, and he is not 
unknown among the Chinese highbinders, 
and Italian Mafia today. Cannibalism has 
been almost a universal practice in the past. 
As McDonald says, it was first the whole

as are wholesale murder, plunder, torture 
ami rapine. Crime consists in failure to 
conform: to established usages. Incest has 
been a common practice in the past and 
is still practiced today without reproach 


among some remote races. Polygamy and’ 


polyandry are crimes or virtues according 
te usage. Adultery among normal people 
is a crime with us today, but the marriage 
of the tmsane, the epileptic, the feeble 
minded, the,alcoholic, > lame, the halt 
and the blind is p y wnrestricted. 
Some primitive races regarded crime ac 
cording to the social position of the of¢ 
fender. To steal from a chief might be the 
greatest of offenses, but for a chief to mur- 
der was often a divine right. This right is 

today still retained by chiefs, kings, and 
some others in high authority. Among the 
early Teutons “when theft was announced 
by a horn it was not considered a crime!”

Differences. 


Usury has become 6 crime by our codes 
but usurious prices for the necessities of life 
in time of war is common. Poisoning is 
today a crime but the restriction of the 
wholesale distribution of alcohol (a race 
poison) is regarded by many as interfer- 
ence with personal liberty. Infanticide has 
ceased to be recognized as a useful family 
precaution against overpopulation, but the 
death of the unborn is about as common- | 


place a procedure today as intanticide ever 


was. Codes stigmatize it as a crime, but 
many individuals practice it with impunity, 
The head- 
hunters of the Philippines are still at their 
trade, slavery is still common in many 
parts of the world. In Central Africa tribes 
have used their children as bait for wild 
beasts; in America people have used their 
children as bait for titles, social position 
and commercial profit. Among early races 
individuals settled their own disputes; later 
retributional punishment was introduced, 
“an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth.” are 
Punishment and vengeance became synon- 
ymous in meaning. Early legal forms of 
settlement were secured by combats and 
duels. Duels have now largely ceased but 
combats among nations are regarded as a 
necessary evil. Loyalty in war is today the 
highest form of loyalty tecognized in civi- 
lized nations. “War from the natural his- 
tory point of view is universal murder, and 
while at present it appears inevitable it is 
an extension and development of universal 
homicide. In primitive days it was terrible 
in character, exceeding the ferocity of the __ 


ment one did not eat his enemy (as before,) 
but mutilated, tortured and enslaved him, 


and modern civilized war is the same in 


essence, though slightly different in form.” 
Taking into consideration the history of

eee < uns itself a matter of 
evolution, and just as. there are national 
and individual survivals of . evolution, so 
there are survivals in the matter of crime. 
The true criminal is an undeveloped man, 
not a normal man gone wrong oy accident 
of circumstances. He is in one sense a 
savage. His mind is undeveloped and his 
body often reflects the degeneracy of his 
mind. Crime is merely one of the symptoms 
of his degeneracy. Of the true criminals 
many are insane, more are feeble-minded, 
some are epileptics, many are psychopaths, 
that is individuals with unstable nervous 
systems, and among these are the drug 
users and chronic alcoholics. | 


From 25 to 50 per cent. of prisoners in 
penitentiaries are definitely feeble-minded. 
Large numbers have aow been examined by 
experts and their estimates are reliable. In 
the Whittier State School of California Dr. 
Williams found 28 per cent. of the boys 
feeble-minded and 25 per cent. border-line 
cases. Less than one-quarter of the total 
number were ende normal, as judged by 
standards applicable to average boys of the 
same age in the world at large. Dr. Ander- 
son in Boston found a large per cent. of 
chronic alcoholics feeble-minded and a large 
per cent. insane. 


Of my own cases in the Los Angeles Ju- 
venile Court, I find many of the boys ar- 
rested for serious offenses feeble-minded, or 
distinctly subnormal in intelligence. In one 


woman's reformatory Dr. Mary Neff found 


nearly all feeble-minded. Of the prostitute 
class in general from 70 to 90 per cent. are 
found mentally defective. The prostitute is 
rarely a victim of circumstance. Actual 
“white slavery” is largely a myth. Prosti- 
tutes In the maig are as well satisfied with 
their lot as other people. They are lacking 
in foresight and live entirely in the present. 
The pub?fe prostitute of today is the mental 
counterpart of the true male criminal to 
whom she is almost Invariably a companion, 
Her life is largely a symptom of her degen-. 
erate inheritance. Criminals by accident 
found in every jail and penitentiary. 
— of these are innocent, some victims 
of circumstances or budden passion. These 
are in a strict sense not criminals at all and 
are not included when the true criminal is 
referred to. 

The criminal by accident is of course a 
normal member of society who may usually 
be. restored without much difficulty to his 
place in the world unless he is ruined by 
long sentences which break his spirit, mor- 
als and health.

GERMANY THE BIGG&6T BURGLAR IM 
THE WORLD.

Dr. Newton Dwight Hillis, in an article on 
“Our Enemies,” claims that the seeds of 
the present war were planted in 1860 by 
Bismarck, who then dominated the govern- 
ment of Germany. 


“At that time,” 


says Dr. Hillis, “Bismarck 


was the outstanding figure in Berlin. Ger- 


many Was then an agricultural nation, hav- 
ing little manufacturing life. She had 
40,000,000 of people, $30,000,000,000 of prop- 
erty, and a second-rate position in Europe. 
In 1860 England led Germany in the produc- 
tion of pig iron, steel, cotton goods, woolen 
goods, the building of ships. Germany 
lacked good coking coal and hematite iron 
ore that are necessary to good steel, and 
without steel there was no industrial future 
for Germany.” 

Two sources were open to Bismarck; one 


was to accept an inferior source of influ- 


ence for the little German states, and the 


other was to foment two wars and wrest 


away, by military force, the coal mines from 
Austria and the iron mines of Alsace and 
Lorraine from France To achieve this he 


organised Germany into a standing army 


and told ite officers that for the time being 
Germany's chief national industry must be 
war.” Bismarck placed the “war industry” 
upon a commercial basis. He said farming 
pays 6 per cent., manufacturing 8 per cent., 
banking 10 per cent., but viewed as an in- 
vestment, war should pay 1000 per cent. 
The war with Denmark made possible the 
Kiel Canal and access to the North Sea and 
it paid Germany more than 1000 per cent. 
of its mohey cost. The war in 1886 with 


quered coal resources, 

Bismarck’s greatest exploit 10 national 
brigandage was the theft of the iron mines 
of France. He forged a sentence in the 
French Emperor's telegram, threw the bur- 
den of the declaration of war upon France 
and acquired for Germany, as the spoils of 
victory, title deeds to Alsace and Lorraine 
and $1,000,000,000 in gold. 

“In that hour,” says Dr. Hillis, “\t became 
possible for Germany to produce the high- 
grade steel out of the newly-conquered coal 
and iron. Great steel plants were estab- 
lished, plates were rolled for the North 
German Lloyd and the Hamburg-American 
Lines and for the forty-two-centimeter guns. 
Within thirty years, Germany passed Eng- 
land, first in the production of pig iron, ‘sec- 
ond of steel, third in chemical industries, 
fourth in toys and fiith in industrial ein- 


ciency. Plsiaty, the Franco-Prussian War 
paid Germany .10,000 per cent. on her in- 
vestment!“ 

After Bismarcks death “Me und Gott” 
took it into his conceited head that he and, 
not the fron chancellor was the author of 
German successes. He eulogized himself 
as the great “war lord.” The German of- 
ficer became the hero of men and women. 
The army took control of the Fatherland, 
In the social world the officer was the 
leader. 

Continues Dr. Hills: “At a banquet, who 
took precedence and walked at the head of 
the company to the seat of honor at the 
guest table? Not the statesman, not the 
university professor, not the artist or 
author, not the banker c manufacturer, but 
the soldier. I have, myself, in Cologne, 
seen a banquet held up for an hour be- 
cause the colonel had not arrived. Finally 
a private was found to represent the army 
an@ walk with the chairman, te the guest's 
table.” 

Obsessed with the ‘notion of military su- 
periority Germany became one vast mill- 
tary camp. The motto became, “Let Bel- 
gium produce wealth, we will grab it.” Let 
France paint pictures, carve marbles, 
weave silks and produce jewels.

Let England pile up 
treasures, we will hoist a black flag on the 
submarine and spoil her of her goods.” And

One of the vessels was shortly after- 
ward wrecked off the coast of Cuba; there- 
upon all the passengers were transferred to 
thé surviving ship and the course was set 
for South America, 

It was on the 22d day of April, 1867, thar 
these homeseekers landed at the friendly 
port of Rio de Janeiro, considering them- 
selves fortunate in having reached land 
shelter in safety. The Brazilian government 
welcomed them and gave them free a large 
tract of land on which they founded a town 
that they called Xirica. But as this region 
proved to be malarial at certain seasons of 
the year, a council was held of all the fam- 
ilies and the unanimous decision was 
reached to transfer the settlement in toto 
to a new site. This new location was finally 
selected 100 miles north of the city of Sao 
Paulo. Accordingly the great migration to 
the northward was begun. It strongly re-

The Pope at Rome still strove to bring the. 
country under his sway, more or less suc 
cessfully. 

Norman adventurers now ‘invadea ire 
land. In 1210 King John ot England arrived 
there, After punishing the most powerful of 
the Anglo-Norman lords, he devoted himself 
to reforms, and advancement. It was under 
his reign that the country was divided into 
counties, that courts were established in 
Dublin, and that a new voinage which as 
similated the currency of England and le 
land came into being. 

‘Magna Charta, that great charter of Mber- 
ties, wrested from King John that mighty 
document which came to England, was 
granted to the Irish, in 1216. 

But no charter stopped the contention of 
the English lords and the nativé chiefs. 
Ireland did not favor subjection. Henry the. 
Seventh (of England) undertook to reduce 
the country to complete dependence by or- 
daining that no parliament should. meet 
without his permission, and no law be valid 
until sanctioned by the Muglish king and 
council. 7 


King Henry the FEighth-— ne of many wives 
took the title of King of Ireland. It was 
King Henry who introduced ‘the Protestant 
Reformation into the country His daughter, 
and-iaces-

The Ulster princes and chiefs, particularly 


the O’Neils, and O’Donnels, fought Elizabeth 
— war which, it is estimated cost the Eng- 


lish and Irish 3,000,000 pounds, and 200,000 


lives, and was a most bitter religious war.“ 
Then came James I. who had a new 
plan for subjugating Ireland, and making it 
Protestant. 

And here the history of the Scotch-Irish 
becomes a chief factor in green Erin. 

In 1609 James Sixth of Scotland ascended 
the English throne, and there assumed the 
title of James I, in the line of its kings. 

He planted Ulster with Scotchmen, and 
some Englishmen. Like the ancient He- 
brews who drove out the Hivites and Jebu- 
sites that they might possess the land of 
Canaan, so, under King James the Irish 
families were driven out, and Protestant 
Scotch located. 

Lord Bacon specially favored this coloniza- 
2 dut urged that it be done entirely un- 

der English government control. For, hith- 
erto men greedy and selfish had undertaken 
large grants of lard, but had failed to make 
it valuable to England. Lord Bacon rhapso- 
dized—in his best style—over the plan, poet- 
izing of the Harp of Erin, the harps of Or- 
pheus and King David, all bringing music to 
Ireland. 

He opposed the cribal system of Ireland, 
its chronic diso’der and its barbarous cus- 
toms. He ured the planting of trusty 
Scotch or Faglish upon Irish soil. As a 
stimulant to ambitious men, the order of 
baronets was instituted, to give dignity and 
precedence to men of means who.would go 
to the new land. An added honor, much 
prized, gave them the right to bear as an 
Heraldic emblem, the “Red Hand” of Ulster.

Industrial Ireland. 


Of one girl near Ballynahinch it was told 
that she spun yarn which made 2,500,000 
yards to a pound of flak, nearly enough to 
go around the earth. The linen manufacture 
became a most important part of Irish in- 
dustry. ~The flax was plucked from the 
ground, then “bogged” or water soaked until 
the stalk loosened from flax fiber. It was 

“scutched” and hackled, reaching the bleach- 
ing grass last before the thread was spun. 
After that the loom and the linen. * 

Besides manufacturers, Ireland had a large 
farming population. And the great landlords 
had flocks of sheep and black cattle, “‘Gen- 
tlemen tie up their tenants from tillage,” 
which meant that large pastures must be 
preserved. 

Labor now done by machinery was then 
done at the home. Meal came by mortar and 
pestie and the hominy block, if there was no 
handmill; sifters were perforated deerskins. 
Leather appeared from skins home tanned 
by bark. Ashes removed the hair, and 
bear’s fat softened the leather. Shoes and 
moccasins were made at home from this 
home tanned leather. All tailor work was 
done at the home. Linsey, a cloth made of 
flax “wool filled,” spun and woven by the 
family, clothed the common people. 


Of course much of this labor occupied dhe 
hands and brain of women. Of one I find 
this record: “She had borne ten children in 
twelve years. She had cooked and mei. 
She dug sixteen bushels of potatoes a day. 
and then earned money by spinning, to edu- 
cate her boys” (Selah!) 


This gives an idea of the life in Scoteh- 
Irish homes. But the seething undercurrent 
in political life kept turmoil in hearts of all 
creeds and parties.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 

ASHINGTON (D. C.)—I have spent 
this morning with the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education. This is 
one of Uncle Sam's new organizations which 
will bulk large in winning the war, and in 
enabling our industries to compete with 
those of other nations after the war is over. 

It has also to do with the training of the 

wounded when they come back from France. 

The board was for on a peace 

basis by an act of Congress last spring, with 

the idea of giving mechanical and technical 
training to the millions of our boys and 
girls who are going into &griculture, indus- 
try and commerce. It was to be paid for by 


the national government and the govern- 


ments of the States, and was to include all 
sorts of occupations of an industrial nature. 


The work had hardly been started when 


the war began, and the machine was taken 
over to be used for the training of certain 
mechanics, machinists, special laborers and 
technicians for the United States Army. 


It is now establishing schools for this pur- 


pose all over the country, and it is sending 
out directions for the formation of the train- 
ing centers for military purposes in every 
locality. There wili be evening classes and 
Sunday classes, where the drafted men can 
attend between the time when they are se- 
lected and their departure for the canton- 
ments, and before many months it is ex- 
pected that all the technical and trade 
schools of the country will be drafted into 
the service, the work to go in during the 
next summer vacation. There are altogether 
about 122 technical and engineering schools 
in the United States, and these include such 


colleges as the Boston Tech, the Yale Scien- : 


tific School, the Armour Institute of Cht 
cago, and the Carnegie School in Pittsburgh. 
All will probably be used for the training 
of soldiers next summer. It is also planned 
to use such public schools as have machine 
shops and manual training equipment, and if 
these are not enough to supply the demand 
the government will employ certain of the 
industrial plants for night schools or on 
Sundays. 


War of Efficiency. 


This war is not like any other in history. 


It is a war of efficiency of machines and 


——s If the United States is to win 
must havé machines equal to or better 
than those of the enemy, and it must have 
machinists and technicians able to use them 
and keep them in repair. For every man 


who fights there must be at least one skilled | 


man behind the lines. He is needed to keep 
transportation open, communications rapid 
and to maintain the complicated machinery 
of the army in effective condition.

Those who have picked second crop Mus- 
cat grapes when the early frosts are on the 
vines, or have gone over an apricot orchard 
a couple of weeks after the pickers have 
done their work, know what ripe fruit is. It 
should be preparing to fall from the tree. 
Of course, dealers cannot buy it in this 
condition, Therefore, all who can do 80 
should grow a little fruit. It may cost them 


more than they could buy it for, but what 


of that? 

A man I know, who has a foothill ranch 
near Los Angeles, puts small wire screen 
cylinders over some of his bunches of 
grapes, and the grapes hang on the vines 
in perfect condition, until late in the win- 
ter. Table grapes are ripened in this way, 
in Europe, using muslin or paper bags. You 
may do the same with tree fruits as they 
near ripening, thus protecting them also 
from the birds and insects. 

Smaller fruits are usually the best. Amer- 
tanga, in their absurd mania for bigness, eat 
with their eyes. When I compare the big, 
over-irrigated, often insipid California straw- 
berries, of which we boast so much, with 
those little fragrant, dark-red wild straw- 
berries, as big as the tip of my little finger, 
that the children would bring for breakfast 
to the Swiss hotel where I lived, it makes 
me feel homesick for the Alps. There are

of the Schwarzwald, of which they make 
kirschwasser. Nature has put up the best 
things in small packages. When man in- 
creases the size of the package, he does not 
get more of the “real stuff” within. He only 
adds to the water and pith. 

Irrigated fruit of the temperate zone lacks 
the flavof of that grown under natural con- 
ditions, and such fruit trees need a touch 
of frost in the winter, to give their crop 
the right flavor. 

The acid of citrus fruits is strong. There- 
fore, they should be avoided by those with 
inflamed stomachs until their stomachs are 
healed. Citrus fruits are good to stir up 
and finally dissipate the surplus bile of those 
whose livers are engorged. This beneficial 
process is regarded by the ignorant as a 
proof that citrus fruits are “not good for 


g them.” 


The medicinal qualities of the pomelo or 
grapefruit are offset by the sugar usually 
eaten with it. Sugar does not neutralize the 
acid of fruit. It only disguises it. When

The strawberry, like citrus fruit, contains 
a strong acid. It also contains more of the 
mineral elements, or organic salts, than any 
other fruit commonly eaten, being exceeded 
total of 65 parts of organic salts to 1000 
parts of water free matter or 6% per cent.; 
being especially rich in sodium and fron. Un- 
fortunately, strawberries can never be pur- 
chased fully ripe, as they spoil too quickly. 

Strawberry’ shortcake, a mixture of acid 
fruit, starch, sugar and fat, is a seductive 
palate tickler, but a most unwholesome food.

Later, when 
tie presence of salicylic acid was demon- 
strated in the fruit, part of the value was 
considered due to that, but the quantity 
seems too small to Wave had any influence, 
Perhaps the combined chemical ingredients 
had some value but we, nowadays, who con- 
sider gout as u disease of metabolism, are 
more disposed to credit the cure to the sub- 
stitution of the strawberry for the meat. 

“Of all our California fruits the orange is 
the most deleterloüs. The strawberry out- 
ranks it as a cause of urticaria, but the or- 
ange is more prone to cause the furred 
tongue, cloyed appetite and.general depres- 
sion, a symptom group that in our present 
state of knowledge is classed as biliousness. 
Now, it is reasonable to assume that any 
fruit that is liable to eatise urticaria contains 
in itself some element that may at any .ime 
prove unwholesome. With many people 
urticaria frequently follows the ingestion of 
fresh fruit. This disease as well as many of 
the eczemas of childhood are in reality but 
the expression of the anaphylaxis produced 
by the protein in the fruit.” : 

Dr. Davidson thinks that if all fresh fruits 
were stricken from the dietary, one-third of 


the sickness incidental to childhood and 


early life would be eliminated. a 

On the contrary I don’t think, but I gnow, 
as the result of over fifty years of experi- 
ence and observation, that, if the children 
were fed freely on fresh, rip® fruit, and kept 
from refined sugar and other harmful 
sweets, two-thirds of the sickness incidental 
to childhood and early life would be elimi- 
nated. 

That is to say, if fruit is eaten in the right 
way—as a meal, not on top of a meal, as 
many eat it. adi 

As I have said, fruit is a medicine, as well 
as a food—a natural medicine, the healthful 


acids and organic salts furnishing elements 


that are lacking in our artificial diet. 

A farmer in one of the Middle Western 
States ate pork twice a day for several 
weeks, following “hog killing time.” One 
night, before retiring, he ate ay apple. Dur- 
ing the night he was seized with convulsions 
and the next day he said: “I will never eat 
another apple before I go to bed.” Like 
physicians of the “regular” school, this man 
mistook the effect for the cause. He should 
have said he would never again eat pork 
at least, not to excess. : 

Of course, every kindergarten student of 
dietetics knows that acid or sub-stid fruit 
should never be eaten at the same time with 
starch foods, because an alkaline saliva is 
needed, to prepare the starch for digestion.

N TIMES of great stress or excitement 
there are always some ill-balanced per- 


sons who develop hysteria and lose their 
_heads, figuratively speaking. Unfortunate- 
ly, these persons sometimes cause others to 
lose their heads, in a literal way. 

In the days of the Spanish Inquisition 
there was an epidemic of denouncement for 
heresy, perhaps stimulated by the fact that 
half of the victim's property went to the in- 
former, the other half going to the authort- 
ties, while his body went to Him who made 
it, by the painful route of burning at the 
stake. 

Not so very many years ago, in our own 
New England, men, women and maidens 
were done to death on the say-so of neigh- 
bors that they were “witches.” 

Today, there is some danger of develop- 

ing a hysteria of accusation of pro-Ger- 
manism. If a man or woman ventures to 
‘suggest that there are a few things we may 
learn from the Germans, or to read a Ger- 
man book—even though it may be one of 
Heine, who was exiled from Germany—or 
to criticise any of the methods of any 
branch of the government, or of the Red 
Cross, or to resent being called upon to 
stand up several times when the Star 
Spangled Banner” is played in a cabaret, or 
some other inappropriate place, or to refuse 
to approve or applaud when a trained dog 
comes on a vaudeville stage with ar Amer 
can flag tied to its tail, that person is sure 
to be denounced by some of the unthinking 
as a proGerman, although he may be as 
good a patriot as ycu and 1 

In England, in the <ariy days of the war, 
they did the saiue wen Northcliffe, publicly 

. burning his prificipal paper, but they soon 
came to see their mistake. 

Not that we should minimize the peril of 
pro-Germanism. By no means. Traitors are 
numerous and cunning, as we have seen 
from Washington disclosures, but they do 


not act in this way. On the contrary, you 


will more likely find them ostentatiously 
buying Liberty Bonds, proclaiming their 
loyalty, wearing American flags on their 
persons and predicting the downfall of Ger- 
many. 

We have been altogether too lenient , with 
real traitors. When a man or woman is 
convicted of performing an overt act, to give 
aid and comfort to the enemy, by destroy- 
ing property or tampering with machinery 
— otherwise, that person should promptly 

be shot, pour encourager . autres” as the 
French say.

Exit Bolsheviki. 

NE of the verses of a popular church 
hymn begins, God moves in a mysteri- 
ous way His wonders to perform.” This 
line seems peculiarly applicable to what is 
taking place now in Russia. The Bolsheviki 
were rapidly gaining the ascendency in 
Russia when they started their peace con- 
ference with the Central Powers. The Bol- 
shevik movement appealed to the dreamers 
and idlers of other countries and, during the 
month of December, there were surface indi. 
cations thet it would affect unfavorably Eng- 

land’s part in the present war. 

But all that bas been ended by the utter 
failure of the Bolsheviki to protect either 
themselves or their adopted country. The 
records of history will be searched vainly 
for a parallel of the meteoric rise and fall of 
the second Russian republic. Almost over- 
nicht a coterie of anarchists and mercen- 
aries secured temporary control of the ma- 
chinery of thé Russian government. It took 
them less than six weeks to wreck the ma- 
chine. Just as it began to look as though 
they would be able to destroy all government 
in Russia, the German General Staff decided 
on the present Russian invasion.

War Literature. 
8 THE war progresses English and 
French writers of note are recovering 
from the hysteria of the early days and 
some really great war literature is being 
produced. Many of the gifted writers of 
France were crushed by the great tragedy 
of the German invasion in 1871. Not a 
single masterpiece was created by a French 
pen from the material afforded by the 
Franco-Prussian War. The writers them- 
selves admitted that they were so dazed by 
the tragic developments that they were un- 
able to think consecutively. A numbef of 
the French writers of the old school re- 
ceived such mental shocks from witnessing 
the collapse of the French defense that they 
never recovered, 

But the capacity of the human intellect 
for wonder is limited. A number of French 
writers, and a few in Great Britain. have 
found themselves again. Paul Bourget, the 
great French analytical romancer, has writ- 
ten two novels and two plays dealing with 
the great war during the last two years, and 
they are rated as equal to the most brilliant 
efforts of his younger years. Georges Le- 
roux has added to his fame by two new ro- 
mances, each carrying a heart throb that 
those making the supreme sacrifice cannot 
fail to understand. John Galsworthy has 
enhanced his rehown by his war literature 
until he has come to be regarded as the peer 
of any living English writer. No American 
author has yet distinguished himself; but 
this is perhaps because America is just 
taking her place on the firing line. 

Evespwhere there are unmistakable ind 
cations, however, that a literary epoch ended 
with the declarations of war of 1914. What- 
ever new impulsion literature may recejve, 
it will never return to the nervous, sensu- 
ous, affected fiction of the first decade of the 
twentieth century. There has been a great 
hue and cry about the works of art de- 
stroyed; but the war will create enough 
new masterpieces to replace all those that 
are lost. Art will ultimately be richer be- 
cause the war was fought. irrespective of 
the mature of the peace treaty by which it 
is finally brought to an end.
